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VULNERABLE children have been 
exposed to unacceptable levels of 
risk by a failing social care team in 
East Cambridgeshire, inspectors 
said. 

In a damning report published last Friday, 
Ofsted condemned Cambridgeshire County 
Council’s overall child protection arrangements 
as “inadequate” - the lowest possible rating - 
and delivered the same judgment on three of 
the four specific categories examined during an 
unannounced visit last month. 

The inspectors found some at-risk children 
were not seen by social workers regularly 
enough, with more than a month between 
visits, and that some were not seen alone when 
they should have been. 

There was particular concern about a team of 
temporary social workers which was set up to 
cover East Cambridgeshire and Fenland, which 
did not follow procedures and failed to properly 
assess whether children were safe. 

Ofsted slated the team’s performance as 
showing “significant failures in the clarity and 
effectiveness of social work practice at the 
critical point”, and an internal audit found there 
were cases involving 29 young people where the 
council could not be sure that there was no risk 
of harm. 

This team has now been closed down. 

Ofsted also said the quality of the county 
council’s protection plans for youngsters was 
variable, and that recording of assessments was 
poor, making it hard to judge progress and 
make decisions to keep families out of danger.

Restaurant shut 
again for winter

THE restaurant at one of 
Ely’s most criticised pre¬ 
mises has been closed for 
the winter - again. 

Just months after East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
leaders assured residents they 
were doing everything they could 
to improve The Makings, in Ship 
Lane, the restaurant’s doors have 
now been locked. 

The move has sparked anger 
from locals, who insist the 
restaurant should be open all 
year round and that it should not 
close throughout the autumn and 
winter. 

Julie Callaghan, of Ely’s Back 
Hill, said: “It’s ridiculous. People 
have been complaining about The 
Makings for so long and yet still 
nothing is being done to improve 
things. 

“As part of its review into the 
way the venue is being run, the 
council agreed that opening the 
restaurant all year round would 
be one of the best ways to get 
more people using it. 

“But yet again it’s been closed 
for the winter. 

“I don’t think I’ve heard of any 
other restaurant which closes for 
half the year - it should be open 
every day for people to use and 
enjoy.” 

Jim Butterstone, of Lynn Road, 
added: “Why has the restaurant 


been closed? 

“I was under the impression it 
was going to be open over the 
winter following the feedback the 
council received in its recent 
review. 

“The Maltings should be a 
place that is bustling all year 
round, not just in the summer.” 

The district council launched a 
review of its contract with Leiths 
last November following months 
of complaints that the restaurant 
was closed more than it was open. 

The authority said it wanted to 
find a specialist catering operator 
to come and open the restaurant 
all year round. 

The Maltings, built in 1868 as 
the brewery of Ebenezer William 


Harlock, was renovated in 2008 
and has been managed by Leiths 
(Compass Group) since 2009 as a 
restaurant, conference and 
entertainment facility. 

Darren Dixon, the district 
council’s head of community 
services, said: “We are currently 
market testing suitable operators 
to provide a year-round restau¬ 
rant at The Maltings and we hope 
to update everyone later this year. 

“While Compass currently close 
the restaurant in the winter 
months, all other aspects of The 
Maltings remain open for 
business from the cinema to 
wedding fairs to evening events as 
part of a wider hospitality 
programme.” 


Activity centre set for a new look 


AN outdoor activity 
centre will close early 
next month for refur¬ 
bishment work. 

Mepal Outdoor 
Centre, near Ely, will 
close to the public on 
Sunday, November 4, 
and will reopen in the 
spring with an official 
launch planned for 
Easter weekend. 

The plans, put for¬ 
ward by the Mepal 
Outdoor Centre Chari¬ 
table Trust and Cam¬ 


bridgeshire Action with 
Communities in Rural 
England (ACRE), will 
include a revitalised 
summer season and a 
revamp to the centre’s 
buildings. 

John Yates, president 
of the Mepal Outdoor 
Centre Charitable Trust, 
said: “Mepal Outdoor 
Centre provides won¬ 
derful opportunities for

Cllr David Brown, the cabinet member 
for children and young people’s services, 
admitted practice and recording had been 
“too inconsistent” and said “fundamental 
changes” were under way. 

He said: “We accept the findings of the 
Ofsted inspection, which identified much 
that is good about the authority’s 
arrangements to protect children, but also 
weaknesses. 

“The key weakness concerning the 
practice of the team in the north had been 
identified by the authority and actions 
were taken to review the cases concerned 
and some staffing changes were made. 
The cases are now back on track and 
appropriate action is being taken. 

“An improvement plan was drawn up 
immediately after the inspection and 
actions have been taken to address the 
most immediate issues identified the 
inspectors.” 

About 2,000 children across the county 
are currently supported by the council. 

Cllr Peter Downes, the Liberal Democrat 
spokesman, said the Ofsted report was a 
“serious wake-up call”. 

He said: “Failing to keep proper records 
can lead to issues being missed and 
children not receiving the care they 
deserve or, at worst, slipping through the 
system. The county council must not fail 
in its responsibility to these young 
people." 

Other areas of the council’s protection 
arrangements were praised by Ofsted, 
including the creation of new “units” 
which allow social workers to share 
expertise, and the “ambitious leadership” 
from managers and councillors.

“I was absolutely tickled pink 
when I found out. 

“The stories have been turned 
into audio tape features but not 
television so I will be curious to 
see how the characters turn out 
when played by actors.

Don’t forget to check 
smoke alarm as well 

RESIDENTS are being urged to check 
smoke alarms when changing their 
clocks this weekend. 

Cambridgeshire Fire and Rescue 
Service says it is the ideal time for 
people to make sure their fire alarms 
are working. 

Andy Tucker, the service’s risk 
manager, said: “Everyone soon 
notices when a clock stops ticking, but 
it’s not so easy to be sure that your 
smoke alarm is still in working order. 
“Whether the battery is flat, has been 
used for a kid’s toy or the connection 
is loose, everyone should take the time 
to test. 

“You’re more than four times as likely 
to die in a fire without a working 
smoke alarm, but only half of people 
who own an alarm say they take the 
time to check it regularly. Knowing that 
your smoke alarm is in working order 
could help you sleep better.” 


STUDENTS who are considering 
pursuing a digital career have 
been given a helping hand. 

Staff from Ely-based web 
design agency, Isle Interactive, 
visited Witchford Village College 
as part of Digital Day. 

The company, which has 
developed websites for the likes

Richard Copping, co-founder 
of Isle Interactive, said: “It was 
really exciting. We talked to 
students about careers, 
qualifications and what they 


should expect when they start to 
work in web design. 

“In the UK, we lead Europe in 
digital technology with some of 
the best web and apps designers 
in the world. However, there is a 
shortage of people entering the 
industry which is something we 
want to help to change.” 

Colin Astbury, from Witchford 
Village College, added: “BMIA 
Day is a fantastic opportunity for 
the young people to get to grips 
with one of the 21st century 
trades in an environment that 
the college cannot deliver 
alone.” 

Challenges include thinking of 
a digital idea to help the local 
community, develop a mobile 
app, and thinking how social 
media could help promote the 
opening of a new cafe. 


A NEW affordable 
housing scheme could 
be built off of one of 
Ely’s key roads. 

Social housing provider, 
Sanctuary Housing, wants to 
build 19 new affordable 
homes on land adjacent to 
The Gardens, off Lynn Road. 

Formal plans have now 
been submitted to East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council. 

The proposed properties are 
all classed as ‘affordable and 
sustainable’ homes, 13 of 
which would be rentable and 
the remaining six would be 
shared-ownership. 

The site would be made up 
of eight one-bedroom flats, 
nine two-bedroom homes and 
two three-bedroom houses. 

Sanctuary’s agents, the Ely 
Planning Company, say the 
proposals meet the need for 
more affordable housing in 
the area and that the 
properties would “integrate” 
well with nearby properties. 
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They said: “Close attention 
was paid to the surrounding 
ridge heights of the properties 
fronting Lynn Road. 

“The proposed scheme 
intends to change the 
appearance of the front of the 
site and is therefore important 
that the scale of each housing 
unit is not over bearing on the 
neighbouring properties. 

“Although the trees at the 
front of the site are proposed 
to be removed, the develop¬ 
ment seeks to set back the 
properties fronting Lynn Road 
to enable soft landscaping 
along the front of the 
development. 

“This in turn will increase 
the visibility from Lynn Road 
and will create a wider 
perception on this road. 

“The traditional housing 
style that the scheme adopts is 
appropriate to the local 


vernacular. 

“The choice of brick and 
smooth render as the 
predominant building 
material is consistent with 
surrounding properties in the 
area which helps to integrate 
the new development into the 
context of Lynn Road. 

“The development will be 
100 per cent affordable homes 
that will be managed by 
Sanctuary Housing Group. 

“There is a mix of tenure 
between socially-rented 
accommodation and shared- 
ownership for the 19 units. 

“A section 106 agreement 
between Sanctuary Housing 
Group and the local authority 
will include any necessary 
financial contributions 
towards public open spaces, 
education and recreation 
facilities that the local 
community will benefit from.” 

A decision could be made 
by planners within the next 
eight weeks.

CCTV call to stop 
anti-social issues 


PRANKSTERS are forcing 
elderly and vulnerable 
residents to live in fear in 
their own sheltered 
accommodation homes. 

Elderly residents living in 
Beech Court, Littleport, say they 
feel frightened and intimidated 
by people who are knocking on 
their doors and ringing their 
doorbells during the early hours. 

Residents have been 
experiencing the pranks for 
some time and have raised their 
concerns with the sheltered 
housing complex’s managers, 
Peterborough-based firm, Axiom 
HA. 

But they say their concerns are 
being “ignored” by the firm and 
that they are now at their “wits’ 
end”. 

Berthold Dwinger, who lives in 
Beech Court, is urging the 
organisation and the police to 
take action. 

He said: “"We have had door 
bell ringing and door knocking 
during night hours for some 
years now. 

“This has a very bad impact, 
particularly on the frail and 
vulnerable residents. It upsets 
them, intimidates and frightens 
them, and leaves them very 
unsettled. 

“Several complaints have been 
made and all receive a ‘nothing 
we can do’ response. 

“To put an end to this menace, 
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residents came together and 
voted in a meeting to pay 
collectively for CCTV cameras to 
be installed in the hallways, 
which could operate during 
night hours. 

“Although nobody likes to be 
spied on, this was accepted as 
the only solution to gather 
evidence and put a stop to it. 

“This request has been denied 
and actively blocked by Axiom 
HA, which came as a great 
surprise considering the 
constitution makes it very clear 
that no intimidation is to be 
accepted under any 
circumstances. 

“The firm has issued notices 
that such behaviour would be 
dealt with severely, which is 
highly ineffective since little to 
nothing has been done to 
identify the culprit(s). 

“Although we have followed 
complaints procedures, we are 
being ignored and side¬ 
stepped.” 

Beech Court, located off 
Parsons Lane, is made up of 64 
flats and is home to mainly 
elderly and frail residents. 

Cambridgeshire Police says it 
is not aware of any anti-social 
behaviour at the complex but 
said it would be contacting 


Axiom HA to discuss the issues 
raised. 

A spokesman for the force 
said: “We are not aware of anti¬ 
social behaviour at Beech Court, 
however we will be contacting 
the housing association to 
ensure there are not any issues 
we have not been made aware 
of. 

“We are committed to tackling 
anti-social behaviour and would 
urge any residents who are 
suffering from such issues to call 
police on 101.” 

Stuart Ford, operations 
director for Axiom HA, admitted 
door knocking and doorbell 
ringing had been an issue at 
Beech Court for around two or 
three years. 

He said: “We understand 
residents’ concerns and we have 
talked to both residents and 
police about the issue in the 
past. 

“The problem we have is that 
we have no hard evidence of 
who is doing this mischief 
making. 

“CCTV cameras would be the 
ideal solution but unfortunately 
we cannot erect cameras without 
100 per cent of residents there 
supporting them, which not all 
of them are. 

“We will continue to support 
our residents but we really do 
need to have hard evidence there 
so that we can deal with those 
who are responsible.”

Auctioneers help 
Churchill’s Landy 
make sale history 

A LAND Rover built for Winston 
Churchill’s 80th birthday has sold at 
auction in Sutton for £129,000 - more 
than twice its estimate. 

The 1954 Series 1 Land Rover was 
registered as UKE 80 in the name of the 
“Rt Hon Sir Winston Spencer Churchill 
KG. 0M. CH. MR Chartwell, Westerham, 
Kent” and had been modified to enable 
him to be chauffeur-driven around his 
Chartwell estate in Kent. 

It was expected to fetch up to £60,000 
at Cheffins and was sold with the original 
logbook registering it to Churchill to a 
bidder who wished to remain anonymous. 

The previous owner had kept it in a 
shed in Kent since 1977, according to the 
BBC. Churchill used it, chauffeur-driven, 
to travel around the 300 acres of his 
estate in Kent. 

Rover put the vehicle together 
especially for him, and features include a 
padded, fold-down arm rest, a leather- 
clad grab handle fitted to the bulkhead, a 
foot well heater, to make sure the great 


statesman didn’t catch a chill, and to 
accommodate his considerable girth, an 
extra-wide passenger seat. 

Churchill retired from politics in 1955, 
and three years later became chairman 
of a trust set up to establish the 
Cambridge college named after him. 

He died in 1965, and the Land Rover 
then passed to his son-in-law, the Rt Hon 
Christopher Soames, who put the vehicle 
to use on the farm of his home near 
Tonbridge Wells. 

In the early 1970s, it was disposed of 
in a sale of farm equipment, for the 


princely sum of £160. 

The new owner, Mr Norman Mills, had 
no idea how to get the Land Rover home, 
and asked a neighbour, Frank Quay, to 
come and help him transport it. 

When Mr Quay saw the vehicle’s log 
book, and realised who its VIP original 
owner was, he made Mr Mills an offer of 
double what he paid for it. 

The Land Rover was then used by the 
Quay family to tow a horse-box, but was 
later taken off the road and stored in a 
shed, where it has mostly remained ever 
since.

Burger giant 
denies bid to 
open In city 


FAST food giant McDonald’s 
has quashed suggestions it is 
coming to Ely. 

Rumours are rife that the mammoth 
company wants to open a restaurant in 
the city. 

The Weekly News has been 
bombarded with calls from residents 
who have heard McDonald’s is 
planning to open an outlet in Ely - 
more specifically at the empty Millets 
store on the city’s Market Place. 

But the fast food firm insists it has 
no plans to come to the city. 

A spokeswoman said: “McDonald’s 
has no plans to open a restaurant in 
Ely. Unfortunately, the rumours that 
are circulating are simply rumours, 
and despite us planning to open 
numerous new sites across the UK, Ely 
is not one of those destinations.” 

The rumours have sparked a mixed 
reaction from locals, with some 
insisting Ely should have a 
McDonald’s, and others saying it 
would “spoil” the city’s “unique 
charm”. 

Jason Penter, from Soham, said: 
“The news on the grapevine is that 
McDonald’s is coming to Ely. 

“I’ve heard they’re in talks with the 
council about coming and that they’ve 
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been looking at taking over the former 
Millets store on the Market Place. 

“I don’t think it’d be the best location 
as I think McDonald’s should be out of 
town, but it’s about time we did have a 
McDonald’s. 

“We must be the only city in the 
world to not have one!” 

Julie Carter, of Ely’s Columbine 
Road, had also heard the rumours. 

She said: “I really hope we don’t get a 
McDonald’s. 

“We’ve got enough eateries as it is 
and having a McDonald’s will just 
make us like every other city in the 
country. 

“I honestly believe it would spoil 
Ely’s unique charm.” 

A spokesman for East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council said the 
authority had not been approached by 
McDonald’s about coming to the 
district, and that it had not heard the 
rumours. 

The rumours come just as a new 
Burger King opened on the A142 
Witchford Road roundabout.

Chemistry students are up for the challenge 


BRIGHT sparks from King’s Ely sixth 
form have been awarded gold, silver 
and copper certificates in the 
Cambridge Chemistry Challenge. 

The competition is designed to 
challenge students above and beyond 
the AS Level syllabus and encourage 
them to think about science in the way 
they would at university. 

The challenge takes place under 
exam conditions and the paper 
includes complex calculations, 
advanced theory and questions that 


require unconventional thinking. 

This year there were more than 
4,000 participants and, despite it 
being the first time that the school has 
entered, King’s Ely’s students came 
home with eight top awards. 

Five copper awards went to Tony 
Lesmeister, Sam Huguet, Axel Rois, 
Tommy Chien and Ji Sung Lee, two 
silver certificates were awarded to 
Luke Cave and James Wege, and the 
gold award went to Charles Lin. 

Student James Wege said: “The 


paper was an exceptionally 
challenging but fulfilling test of our 
chemistry knowledge applied in totally 
different situations. 

“It was interesting to have tried 
something new that stretched my 
mind and I was thrilled to achieve a 
silver award.” 

Tony Lesmeister added: “I would 
recommend the challenge as it is a 
unique and rewarding opportunity that 
should be embraced by everyone who 
studies or likes chemistry.” 


Concern over 
cars for sale 


POLICE are being urged to crack 
down on people who sell their 
cars ‘hazardously’ on roadsides. 

Worried residents say the way some 
vehicles are advertised for sale on 
roadsides, such as near roundabouts or 
close to junctions, is putting road users in 
danger. 

The issue has been causing particular 
concern in Ely and its surrounding 
villages. 

Residents have complained about 
multiple cars being advertised for sale at 
the roundabout to Stour Green in Ely, and 
at the notoriously dangerous junction at 
Two Acres Caravan and Camping site in 
Ely Road, Little Thetford. 

lames Howes, of Main Street, Witchford, 
said: “Everywhere I drive there seem to be 
cars for sale parked up all over the place. 

“If they’re outside people’s driveways or 
gardens then that’s not a problem but 
recently I’ve seen them parked 
hazardously close to junctions and even 
roundabouts. 

“Surely there must be certain rules and 
regulations as where these vehicles can 
and cannot be parked? 

“It’s extremely dangerous for them to be 
parked near roundabouts and junctions 
as drivers are automatically taking their 
eyes off the road to see them. 

“Eve seen vehicles parked close to the 
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roundabout at Stour Green in Ely, along 
the A10 in Little Thetford and on the A142 
in Soham. These are all busy roads where 
there should be no distractions for 
motorists.” 

Vehicles have also been advertised for 
sale irresponsibly at the junction of Hop 
Row and The Ramparts in nearby 
Haddenham, among other areas. 

Liz Knox, from East Cambs District 
Council’s environmental services team, 
says two or more cars should not be 
advertised for sale within 500m of each 
other on roads. 

She added that if people thought 
vehicles were obscuring visibility or 
causing a hazard then they should contact 
police. 

Inspector Paul Ormerod said: “This 
issue was raised by residents at a panel 
meeting early this year regarding vehicles 
parked on verges in the west villages. 

“At the time we contacted owners of 
vehicles parked up in Little Thetford and 
advised them to move their cars, which 
they did. 

“If vehicles are parked dangerously at 
junctions we will go out and assess them, 
however we have not received any reports 
for a considerable time.”

But now Stagecoach has 
announced it will be re¬ 
instating two journeys from 
the villages to and from Ely, 
starting on November 5.

Stagecoach will run two 
morning services each day 
from Landbeach and Water¬ 
beach through to Ely with two 
services returning in the 
afternoon.

Man avoids 
prison for 
violence 


A BRICKLAYER has been 
spared jail despite 
breaching a suspended 
prison sentence by 
punching a man in the 
face. 

Joe Carter, of Saxon Close, 
Ely, pleaded guilty to using 
threatening, abusive, insulting 
words and behaviour with 
intent to cause a person 
unlawful violence at 
Cambridge Crown Court last 
Tuesday. 

The court head that the 21- 
year-old walked past two men 
involved in a confrontation 
outside the Minster Tavern in 
Ely at about 12.30am on July 
21, when he decided to return 
to the scene and punch one of 
them in the face. 

Carter, who turned up to 
court with a prison bag 
expecting to be jailed, had 
already received a nine-month 
suspended sentence for two 
years on March 4 for 
possession of cocaine and 
MDMA with intent to supply. 

But Judge Gareth Hawkes- 
worth decided not to activate 
the order because he felt the 
new offence was of a “different 
type”. 

Instead he handed Carter, a 
self-employed bricklayer, a 12- 
month supervision order with 
a curfew from 6pm to 6am for 
three months. 

He told him: “I will make no 
order in respect of the breach

as this is a different type of 
offence. Your current appear¬ 
ance in court resulted in a 
suspended sentence for Class 
A drugs with intent to supply. 

“It seems to me that you 
have got to learn self control 
and not always follow what 
your friends do. Your job is not 
the only source of stability in 
your life, you have got a loving 
and stable home. I suggest you 
use it.” 

Carter was also ordered to 
attend an Aggression Replace¬ 
ment Training Programme 
and pay £200 court costs. His 
previous suspended sentence 
order still remains. 

Claire Matthews, pros¬ 
ecuting, said: “There were 
about six males outside the 
pub and there was some kind 
of confrontation. Two men 
were squaring up face to face 
and the defendant initially 
walked away. 

“But then he returned and 
walked past the pair before 
punching the victim square in 
the face, resulting in a cut.” 

James Earle, mitigating, 
said: “He doesn’t go out as 
much as he used to. But on 
this evening, he felt his friend 
might have been in trouble at 
the pub. He has expressed his 
contrition.”

ELY’S new Aldi store 
will be allowed to 
trade until 10pm - 
despite concerns 
from neighbours. 

Bosses of the budget 
supermarket giant were 
given permission to build 
a store in Lisle Lane earlier 
this year, and the 
development is currently 
under way. 

A condition of the 
approval by East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council was that the 
supermarket would be 
open from 8am-8pm. 

But, as reported in the 
Weekly News, bosses then 
applied to vary that 
condition so that it can 
have the same opening 
hours as nearby 
Sainsbury’s - which are 
8am-10pm. 

That application has 
now been approved by 
planners, despite 

objections from nearby 
residents who said noise 
and traffic would cause 
“inconvenience” and 
“disturbance”.

“Unlike Sainsbury’s, there 
is no underground car 
park of substantial buffer 
to reduce noise to local 
residents. 

“The noise of slamming 
doors or loud 
conversation will be a 
considerable inconvenience 
and disturbance to them. 

“The only reason they 
want to stay open longer is 
to sell more goods. 

“This will mean more 
lorries disturbing not only 
the immediate residents 
but also those on the lorry 
routes.” 

Angela Gorakha, of The 
Vineyards, added: “The 
site is in a residential 
area. 

“Having the noise of 
cars and trolleys in the 
evening is not acceptable. 

“There are already late 
opening supermarkets in 
Ely. 

“We do not require 
another.” 

The City of Ely Council 
was also against the later 


opening hours. 

Tracey Coulson, clerk to 
the authority, said: “The 
city council strongly 
recommends that this 
application is refused on 
the grounds that the store 
is located in a residential 
area. 

“This would cause extra 
disturbance to nearby 
residents.” 

However, planners at 
the district council have 
now approved the later 
opening hours. 

It comes just weeks after 
the Weekly News reported 
how residents are “at their 
wits’ end” with the noise 
and vibrations created by 
the construction of the 
new store. 

The district council has 
said it is investigating the 
complaints from residents 
about noise. 

A spokesman said: 
“We have received a 
number of noise 
complaints from residents 
regarding the building 
work at Aldi. 

“We are now inves¬ 
tigating.” 

Nobody from Aldi was 
available to comment.

College wins 
the nod to run 
third primary 


SOHAM Village College has 
been picked to run the 
community’s third primary 
school by Cambridgeshire 
County Council. 

The application from the Staploe 
Education Trust (SET) - currently 
Soham Village College Trust - was 
endorsed by the council’s cabinet on 
Tuesday and will now be considered 
by the Secretary of State.

At the cabinet meeting, Cllr David 
Harty, the cabinet member for 
learning, said the village college had 
been the only candidate after another 
applicant, Lilac Sky Schools, pulled 
out. 

He said: “The assessment panel was 
unanimous in its conclusions. The 
proposal was judged to be 
comprehensive and robust. 

“SET had demonstrated that they 
not only met the core assessment 
criteria but exceeded them in some 
cases. 

“Some areas were identified would 
require support from officers. 
However, I am confident that, with 
this support, SET can work towards 
the successful implementation of the

proposal.” 

SET’s application said linking the 
third primary school to the village 
college offered an opportunity for 
“exceptional continuity of learning”. 

The bid said: “The SET vision is that 
Soham’s third primary school will be 
an outstanding school, built upon 
local knowledge and partnerships, 
capable of continuous improvement 
through considerable local accoun¬ 
tability, supported by a rich, shared 
professional resource with and 
beyond the schools in our 
community.” 

Cllr John Powley, who represents 
Soham, told the cabinet that housing 
growth in the area would be more 
than enough to fill the new primary - 
and support expansion at other 
schools. 

But he added: “At meetings, Soham 
residents have expressed a number of 
concerns about the location of the 
school at the junction of the A142 
which I’m sure the education 
department, in conjunction with 
highways, will address. 

“Residents have expressed concern 
about the position of the school 
access and parking. I’m sure highways 
are well aware of all these issues.”

I T’S freezing outside, the 
nights are drawing in and 
we’re only halfway through 
the school term.

TIME waits for no man, not even 
the suave and sharply attired 
007. 

In the 50 years since Ian 
Fleming’s debonair secret agent 
introduced himself to Sylvia 
Trench at a card table in Dr No, 
global politics have changed 
beyond recognition. 

The Iron Curtain has fallen, the 
Cold War has thawed, China has 
emerged as a superpower and 
terrorism has shifted into the 
digital realm, forcing James 
Bond and his colleagues at MI6 
to evolve. 

The latest Bond, Daniel Craig, 
has rugged physicality in 
abundance, although his one- 
note interpretation of the spy has 
been criticised for lack of 
personality. While Skyfall will do 
nothing to dispel those concerns, 


it is undoubtedly the best 
instalment of Craig’s tenure to 
date. 

Director Sam Mendes sensibly 
surrounds his leading man with 
an ensemble of award-winning 
actors who bring gravitas and 
humour to their iconic roles. 
With Bond reportedly killed in 


action, section chief M (Dame 
Judi Dench) pens an obituary as 
a political storm rages around 
her. A database of MI6 assets 
has fallen into the wrong hands, 
compromising undercover 
agents around the world. 

This dereliction of duty puts M 
and Chief Of Staff Bill Tanner 


(Rory Kinnear) in the firing line 
and they are summoned to 
Westminster to give evidence 
before a committee including the 
new intelligence and security 
chief Mallory (Ralph Fiennes) 
and ambitious rival Clair Dowar 
(Helen McCrory). 

While M fends off sustained 
attacks on her reputation, news 
filters through that Bond has 
survived and M engages him to 
track down menacing cyber 
terrorist Raoul Silva (Javier 
Bardem). 

Working alongside Q (Ben 
Whishaw), Bond traverses the 
globe in search of Silva, crossing 
paths with the mysterious 
Severine (Berenice Marlohe) in a 
casino in Macau. And as the 
investigation continues, Bond 
unearths dark secrets from M’s 
past that threaten to bring down 
the whole of MI6. 

Skyfall looks stunning and 


brilliantly orchestrated action 
sequences, see Craig in his 
element. Mendes opens with a 
breathtaking 12-minute pre¬ 
credits sequence, which draws 
heavily from the Bourne 
franchise to propel Bond and 
field agent Eve (Naomie Harris) 
through the winding streets of 
Istanbul. 

Bardem is deliciously camp and 
menacing, recalling classic 
villains of yore as he berates M 
for her deceptions in one breath 
and then guns down innocent 
bystanders without mercy. 

Dench is wonderful and excels 
when she abandons her desk for 
the field of action. Supporting 
actress Oscar nominations have 
been bestowed for far less. 
Whishaw asserts himself as a 
gadget geek with a terrific 
introductory scene in an art 
gallery, while Fiennes and Harris 
acquit themselves well.

Organic use for autumn leaves 


R ecycling garden 

debris is one of the 
best and most 
economical ways of 
boosting your soil and 
now’s the time to put your 
eco-friendly hat on and 
make some leaf mould out 
of fallen leaves. 

Leaf mould is a humus-rich soil 
conditioner which makes a good 
mulch for beds and borders, 
although it provides few nutrients. 
Richer leaf moulds can be made 
by adding a few grass clippings. 

Fallen leaves can be stored in a 
wire mesh bin, or packed into 
black polythene sacks which have 
been perforated to allow air in. 

The bags can be tied up and 
placed in the corner of the garden, 
where the leaves will decompose 
and can be used the following 
spring. Leaves which are left in 
open bins may take longer to 
decompose. 

It’s best to collect the leaves 
after it has rained to ensure good 
decomposition. 

If you haven’t a leaf vacuum 
which can suck them up, blow 
them out and shred them. A quick 
way of collecting them from the 
lawn is to use a lawnmower, which 
will shred leaves and add grass at 
the same time. Shredding will 
speed up the decay of tougher

leaves such as horse chestnut, 
sweet chestnut and sycamore. 

Thick evergreen leaves such as 
holly and cherry laurel need to be 
shredded and added to the normal 
compost heap. Pine needles break 
down extremely slowly - it may 
take three years before they are 
fully decomposed and ready to 
use, but they are excellent for use 
on acid-loving plants. 

For the best leaf mould, use 
leaves from hornbeam, oak and 
beech. It’s best to leave them for at 
least a year before using. If you 
leave them for two years or more, 
you should be left with a very fine 
crumbly leaf mould that can be 
used as a potting compost. 

Of course, there are many other 
soil improvers you can use. Many 
gardeners make their own 
compost, while others splash out 
at garden centres on spent 
mushroom compost, horse manure 
and composted green waste. 

In theory, you can compost 


anything organic, from kitchen 
peelings, teabags and coffee, to 
eggshells, ash, newspaper and 
cardboard, as well as garden 
trimmings, but never add fish or 
meat which may attract rats and 
leave out tough perennial weed 
roots, weed seeds and any 
diseased materials. 

The bigger the heap and the 
more you put in at the same time, 
the faster the debris will break 
down. Start the heap off with 
something coarse and twiggy, to 
let in the air. Aim to add about 
half green materials to half dry, 
such as paper or straw. 

Never add too many grass 
clippings or you’ll end up with 
green sludge, but make sure the 
dry materials are kept moist. You 
need patience because it takes 
around a year to break down. Turn 
the heap every few weeks to help 
the material rot faster. 

Adding bulky organic nutrients 
will boost your soil and should 
improve crops and give you better 
quality plants. 

And it doesn’t have to be all 
hard graft. A trial of soil 
improvers on both vegetables and 
plants by Gardening Which?, the 
Consumers’ Association 
magazine, found that digging in 
the soil improver boosts the soil in 
the short term but spreading it 
over the area as a mulch has a 
longer-lasting effect.

VAUXHALL has released the first 
pictures of its Cascada full-size 
convertible that will launch the 
company into a fourth new 
sector this year, following on 
from its Ampera, Mokka and 
Adam models. 

The Cascada is a full four-seat, 
fabric-roof convertible which at 
nearly 4.7 metres in length is 
longer than an Audi A5 
Convertible and positions 
Vauxhall in a sector that it hasn’t 
occupied since the 1930s. 

Cascada’s design team, 
headed by Brit Mark Adams, has 
created a car with classic lines, 
redolent of the Grandes Routieres 
(luxury touring cars) of a bygone 
age, matched with a capacious 
cabin and high-quality materials. 

An all-new 1.6-litre turbo¬ 
charged petrol engine, producing 
170PS and 280Nm of torque, 
and marking the first outing of 
Vauxhall’s MGE (Mid-Size 
Gasoline Engine) family, will be 
the highlight of a four-engine 
range. 

Crucially for weather-hardened 
UK buyers, there will be a high- 
quality fabric hood, with superior 
acoustic and thermal insulation 
thanks to a special layer of 
polyester fleece between the 


outer and inner linings. Making 
the Cascada a practical year- 
round car, the hood can be 
opened in just 17 seconds at 
speeds up to 30mph by an 
interior switch, or via a button on 
the key fob. 

Cascada’s dynamic credentials 
will be highlighted by an 
immensely rigid body, which is 
torsionally 43 per cent stiffer 
than VauxhalTs last open-topped 
car, the Astra Twin Top. It will 
also use the much-praised 
HiPerStrut front suspension 
which was initially used on the 
325PS Insignia VXR. 

A broad range of powertrains 
will be available from launch for 
the Cascada. 

At entry level, a 1.4-litre 
turbocharged petrol engine 
produces 140PS, and up to 
220Nm thanks to an overboost 
function. 

VauxhalTs efficient and 
powerful 2.0-litre CDTi (165PS) 
diesel engine, which can also be 
found in Insignia and Zafira 
Sports Tourer models, is 
available with either a six-speed 
manual or six-speed automatic 
transmission, producing up to 
380Nm of torque on overboost. 

But the highlight of Cascada’s 


engine line-up will be the all-new 
1.6 SIDI Turbo ECOTEC petrol 
engine. The first production 
engine from VauxhalTs MGE 
(Mid-Size Gasoline Engine) 
family, the unit offers major 
improvements in torque, linearity 
and overall efficiency. It produces 
a maximum 170PS from 1,650- 
3,200rpm and 280Nm of torque, 
again thanks to an overboost 
function. Initially this engine will 
only be available with a new, 
low-friction automatic six-speed 
gearbox. 

More powerful versions of both 
petrol and diesel engines will be 
launched in the Cascada in due 
course.

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Dacia launches £6k Sandero 


HOPE you were sitting down when 
you read that headline. 

And yes, you did read that right. It’s now 
possible to buy a brand new, stylish, 
reliable, five-door car, capable of 
transporting five people and their luggage, 
in comfort for £5,995. 

Like everything the Dacia brand stands 
for, its new Sandero supermini is 
“shockingly affordable”. The UK’s most 
affordable new car? Easily. Car bargain of 
the 21st century? Probably. 

From humble beginnings, the Romanian 
brand has gone from strength to strength 
since Renault bought it in 1999 and 
transformed its fortunes. For the last eight 
years in a row it has been the fastest- 
growing automotive brand in Europe, 
rising from under 5,000 sales in 2004 to 
shifting a mighty 350,000 last year. And the 
final piece of the jigsaw is the UK. Sadly, in 
spite of adding ever more factory capacity, 
Dacia hasn’t been able to produce right- 
hand-drive cars for us here in the UK.
